Each reference teaches a rotor support (bearing) and a piezoelectric actuator connected to 
impart a limited rotary motion to the bearing member. Note especially Grahn (figs 25 and 33), 
Europe (454) (figs 1, 2, 6 and 7) and WO (169) (figs 1 and 3). 

It is notes that the subject matter per se of claim 7 is not described no illustrated in the 
original disclosure. No specific drive circuits are described or illustrated.
